Tea Drinking in Japau.

Ten was first jutrodneed into Japan by
a Buddhlst saint, Dungyo Daishi, about
the begiuning of the Niuth century, But
its cultivation mude no progress until the
Abbot Myoe laid out some plantations at
Togn-no-o, and nfterward at Ujl, which
are yet the most celebrated in Japan,
Though it was freely drank and used
among the upper classes, Mr. Chamber-
lain, who is an anthority, does not think
the custom was at all universal amoung
the lower classes until the Seventeentl
century,

The first tea drivking was indulged in
tiy the Zen sect of Buddbisws, simply with
the intention of keeping themselves awake
duriug their midnight devotions, Tle
first nristocratic tew drinker of whom
there is moy record is Monamoto Sane.
tomo, a sbhogun, who lived in the Thir.
teenth century. Esai, a Buddhist abbot,
tried to reclaim him from bis intemperate
hubits by inducing him to drink ten
instead of gake. The enthusisstic abbot
drew np rules to govern the cereniony,
which naturally he made religlbus, First
came o very phain, fruogal meal, then a sery-
fce consisting of wombiping departed
aucedtors, the nolsy beating of droms and
much burning of incense.
